Cox on a platform supporting Wood­ 
row Wilson s position on the League 
of Nations. 
But by the spring of 
1932, wnen W illiam Randolph Hears!

velt stood before he—Mr. H earst— 
gave the support of his newspapers 
to the presidential candidacy of the 
governor of New York, the latter 
wrote a letter scuttling the League.

W hen will th# American people 
begin to realize th at resolution* ar# 
m eaningless because back of them 
there is no sense of responsibility 
for action? 
The only thing th a t 
can count now is a definite com ­ 
m itm ent 
by the Senate and th# 
president, along with other nations, 
for a new world organization in 
which the obligations of the m em ­ 
ber nations will be specifically de­ 
fined. 
If it is too early to set up 
such an organization now because 
the Allied nations are not in agree­ 
m ent on post-w ar problem*, then it 
is too early to do any resolving 
with m oral com m ittm ents th at may 
only serve to revive charges some 
dav th at the United State* Senate 
welches on its pledges.

"Hie A m erican people have a right 
to know w hat is m eant by an in ter­ 
national police force.
